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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants' Representative, Mr. Jeff Whittle, discussed with the 
Examiner the 35 USC 1 12, second paragraph rejections of claims 39, 45, 55, 58, 60, 66, 69, and 72 and the claims that 
depend from these claims. Terms in the 35 USC 112, second paragraph rejection were discussed and it was decided to 
use POS terminal to make the claims in agreement and to put typed of computing devices into the dependent claims 
and to amend the title, abstract and summary to conform to the claims. Mr. Whittle gave the Examiner a copy of the 
Federal Reserve System and Electronic Fund Transfers to consider. Mr. Bisiginano joined in the interview by 
telephone conference and Mr. Hance observed the interview. Mr. Whittle agreed to submit a fax copy of the 
amendments that will be filed officially.
